Large manses of the people have 
coni hided that representative govern­ 
ment has broken down. 
Certain it 
is that under our present system of 
conducting elections, minorities have 
either too much or too little power. 
Thus the vital principle of democracy 
— fair 
representation 
is 
violated. 
W here the two large parties are al­ 
most equally divided, a few voters. 
representing, perhaps, some foolish 
hobby, may so organize themselves as 
to virtually control the election by 
swinging their support to the candi­ 
date who will agree (perhaps secret­ 
ly) to their demands. 
In this way, 
by adroit use of enough votes to con­ 
trol the balance of power, the hulk 
of the voters in both of the large par­ 
ties may he degraded into pawns. 
Jam es Russell Lowell once w rote:- 
"Every fool knows that a man 
represents 
Not the fellows that sent him, 
Rut them on the fence.'* 
"Citizens who invariably vote their 
party ticket and those who are in­ 
different to civic affairs have hut lit­ 
tle influence on legislation. 
Legisla 
tors are dominated by thole political 
views which are common to the m a­ 
jority, hut subordinate thereto: yet 
of much greater Influence In propor­ 
tion to their num bers are the opinions 
of those who switch their votes from 
party to party as their interests dic­ 
tate.’* 
The above words were written by 
E rnest Batten, a member of the Illin­ 
ois Bar, and an ardent supporter of 
Proportional Representation, and In 
those words you will (iud a basis for 
the development of that cause, which 
will he explained by <\ (J. Hoag at 
the Chamber of Commerce d i n n e r on 
the evening of February 14. 
it is plain t Ii ii t as (lie strength of a 
machine is that of Its weakest part, 
so generally Is the intelligence of a 
party's candidate on a level with that 
of

Th*r* Should Be a Proper System of 
Road Maintenance. With Its Auxil­ 


iary System of Road Accounts and 
Financial Control—This Would Place 
Expenditures on a Sound Basis. 


The greatest part of the large anti Ila I 
expenditure for roads is for construc­ 
tion, w rites E. W. Jam es, chief of m ain­ 
tenance, I'nitcd States office of public 
roads, iii the New York Evening Post. 
Another large part is spent in repair­ 
ing worn out roads. Very little is spent 
system atically for m aintaining in go<xl 
condition roads already built. The fact 
th a t it is usually imixissible to separ­ 
ate expenditures for construction, re­ 
pair and m aintenance indicates the in­ 
different attitu d e of local officials to­ 
w ard maintenance. 
W hat such indif­ 
ference means should he thoroughly 
understood. 
T he idea of building roads with bond 
mouey is a good one. The arrangem ent 
can often be made to g<H*d business ad ­ 
vantage. aud is a good device for m ak­ 
ing posterity share in tile payment of 
a certain advantage th at we bequeath 
to At. 
But as usually practiced the 
arrangem ent of issuing bonds serves 
actually to shift ail payment to (poster­ 
ity and to exhaust the proceeds of I hi* 
sale in our owu generation. 
We are 
heavily discounting the future in road 
building, and uuless some change is 
brought about, financial difficulties arc 
sure to come that can la* met only by 
heavy direct taxes th a t will have to he 
expended without any direct benefits. 
The first step tow ard remedying this 
condition is really a very simple one. 
Every mile of improved road built by 
a county from ally funds whatever 
should create a determinable annual 
liability against the annual road reve­ 
nues of tile county. 
This liability is 
determined by a competent engineer as 
the probable annual cost of m ainte­ 
nance of that particular mile of im­ 
proved road. 
Let us assume the ease of a county 
having $10,(KM) annual road reveille 
under the maximum levy. 
The county 
already has JOO miles of common dirt 
roads and is unable to keep them in 
good condition for $33 per mile, be 
cause of the heavy traffic near tho m a r­ 
ket towns. 
Ho it plans to issue bonds 
and to construct gravel fonds near the 
princiiml 
murk et towns or 
railroad 
jioints or centers of imputation. 
The 
question is, How many miles of gravel 
road should the county build? The en­ 
gineer advising the county studies the 
m aterials available niul estim ates that 
roads built with the lx*st local gravel 
will cost $125 per mile annually to 
maintain. 
To m aintain the d irt roads 
a t least $50 {>er mile should In* allowed 
on IOO miles. 
By u simple com puta­ 
tion we find th at fifty-six miles of grav­ 
el road ut $125 is $7,000, und BNI miles 
of d irt road is $5,000, and our $BMNMi 
revenue is exhausted. * This is, then, 
th e limit of such road th a t the county 
should construct. 
Our county governments ore not so 
efficient as our city governments. How­ 
ever honest comity officials luny In*. 
however seriously they take their d u ­ 
ties, they labor under u heavy bur 
den of habit and custom that practi­ 
cally makes impossible any thorough, 
effective work by present methods. 
In 1914 the I'nitcd States extruded 
in ail $249,055,007 for road work; a 
quarter of u billion dollars; more than 
one-third of the value of the 1915 cot­ 
ton crop at IO ceuts i*er ism ml. 
lf we 
would conserve this tremendous annual 
investment of public wealth in public 
works so t h a t-it may lie cumulative in 
effect aud not a dead unuual charge for 
transportation, 
we must 
revise our 
m ethods of conducting road affairs, in 
troduce 
proper 
Shiiervisiou, 
proper 
business methods, and once aud for all 
take roads out of local polities 
The instrum entality for accomplish­ 
ing these ends is a proper system of 
road maintenance, with Its auxillary 
system of road accounts and financial 
control.

The result will be th a t the 
huge investment of annual public reve­ 
nues will have a cumulative value and 
the public property represented by that 
investment will be permanently con­ 
served.
